Editor Torrance Herald:

Prior to the forming of the
Hollywood Riviera Homeowners
Assoclation, the people of this
community would get together
only under rare conditions, when
the exploitatioh of the people of
this vicinity became unbearable.
For example, many of our clvic
minded citizens got together af-
ter Pearl Harbor to form a Red
Cross unit, and a defense area
with air raid wardens, etc.

Then again in 1943 our people
once more became aroused over
our school gituation, and at that
time we were successful in a
petition to become part of the
Palos Verdes elementary school
{ system.  Much to our regret,
hownvm, this, was a short-lived
| victory since’ the City of. Tor-
rance has automatically put our
school situation in a much worse
state than it was prior to 1943
by voting in a city charter ]aﬂt

Aug. 20.

Again our people became
aroused in the fall of 1945 by
having called to our attention
that' we were a ity as-

:-ldvd upon as tho name for our
organization. W. M, Bdwards
was elected chairman, and Mrs.
A. K. Peterson secretary.

Committee chairmen were
elected: Willard Key, on deeds
and restrictions; P. E. Rice, wa.
ter; Raymond Whitney, for Tor-
rance City council contact; Mrs.
W. M. Edwards, publicity chair-
man and Mrs. Sidney Welch par-
liamentarian. It was decided to
meet the first Monday of each
month.

At the Feb. meeting G H.
Miller. was elected chairman of
a committee to draw up by-laws
for the association and W. Key
was elected. to board of direc.
tors of community association
with offices in Los Angeles, and
which' organization handles our
deed restrictions.

At the April mne(lng the by-
laws were accepted and regular
yearly officers were elected. W.
M. Edwards, president; Comdr.
W. A. Mason, vice president;
Mrs.. A. K. Peterson, secretary
and treasurer;. Paul Hines, par-

sessed at approximately $1,000,-
000, part of the City of Tor-
rance, but receiving absolutely
no city aid or  benefits. Our
mail and utilities came from Re-
dondo Beach, our people were
interestéd and accepted Palos
Verdes clubs and activities, our
children :mended Palos . Verdes
school our’ people shopped,
“§hurch'In- Palos Ver-
des:-or- Redondo, but we -paid
taxes to the City of Torrance.]
Yes, we paid taxes to the City
of " Torrance. We had nothing
which could ‘be called adequate,
fire or police protection, in fact
at that time we had to place a

operator in order to call the
Torrance police or fire depart-
ment. Absolutely nothing had
been done by the City of .Tor-
rance toward the upkeep of the
tract, no road repair, no park-
way work, no upkeep of our
parks which had been deeded to
the cily.

In fact, when the Community
association turned over the up-
keep of the tract- to the City
of Torrance some years ago, the
parkway water was turned off.
Prior to that time, many resi-
dents kept up the parkway in
front of their. homes. To date,

the water back on and has fur-
nished no men or equipment
‘for such work.

As a result of “the above,
about 20 of us attended. a Tor-
rance City Council mecting last
fall. We took turns telling the
council of the above, situation,
but of course very little action
was taken. Then the interested
residents called a meeting *to
discuss formation of an qrgani-
zation which would serve our in-
terests.
